OUR LONDON CORKESPONDENCE. 

Lospon, Aug. 1, 1856. 
Dear ‘‘Spirtit”?—Pariiament has been prorogued, and fashionable Lon- 
don has pretty well quitted its gay scenes. Tne “jolly coeks” have par- 
taken of their last white-bait dinner, and left for the country to enjoy 
shooting and fishing, or quiet repose. Tue operas, no longer receiving 
support, will close their doors next week, ana it would be a saving to ma- 
aagers if they did this. Tradespeople, who have been the bowing and 
craving suppliants of the aristocracy for months past, now respire with 
ease, count o’er their gains, and make ready for their holiday. The wa- 
tering places are ail crowded, and even the poorest accommodation com- 

mands most extravagant prices. 

















While people are hurrying to Brighton, Margate, and Ramsgate, the 
sporting world is enjoying itself at Goodwood. The weather during the 
week has been exceedingly fine, and Goodwood races have been unusu- 
ally attractive. It is now some two years since the Dake of Richmond 
retired from active pursuits on the Turf, and although at that time, 
and since then, forebodings have been entertained of a diminution of 
Goodwood sports, and that lack of patronage would finally cause the 
meeting to be abandoned, I am pleased to say the meeting this year 
has been quite equalto any former one, and in every respect main- 
tains its former prestige and importance. The sports commenced on 
Tuesday, and the programme presented twenty-six events, which, al- 
though somewhat less im aumber than last year, brought out large 
fields, and showed some of the best racing ofthe season. The meet- 
ing was inaugurated with great spirit and eclat,and among the com- 
pany were many noblemen and distinguished patrons of the sport. A 
large number of ladies were also assembled, and their elegant dresses 
gave additional gaiety and effect to the picturesque scene. The first day’s 
card contained seven events, the most important of which was the Grat- 
wicke Stakes and the Ham Stakes. For the first, one mile and a hell, 
there were thirty-seven subscribers, out of which only five started. O| 
these Lord Derby’s Fazzoletto stood favorite, and won the race in good 
style. For the Ham Stakes there were six starters. Mr.S. Crawford’s 

Zayder Zee, two years old, was made favorite, but beaten off by Lord 
Portsmouth’s Ayacanora, two-year-old filly, who came in by only a short 
wmeck. The other races were of little importance, and none of them 
brought out a field of more than six starters. On Wednesday the ga- 
thering was much larger than on the previous day, and the racing much 
more interesting. The programme contained six events, of which the 
two principal brought out fields respectively of twenty-five and thirty- 
two horses. Of these the Goodwood Stakes of 25 sovs. each, 15 ft., and 
$ only if declared, the second to receive 100 sovs.,two miles and a half 
distance, was the most important. Not only on account of the heavy 
amountof stakes, which was upwards of £2000, but also from the ex- 
cellent field of competitors. The horses appeared in fine condition, and 
many were the favorites, but from so large a number it was difficult to 
single out any particular one. Lord Zetiand’s Zeta stood best in betting, 
and had many confidential supporters, while others ranged in prices from 
8tolto 50. On being brought to the post two false starts were made, 
Owing to the fractiousness of some of the horses, but the third time 
the flag lowered with the shout ‘“‘they’re off!” They shot away in 
good style, and so Close together that for some time no particular one ap- 
peared to have the advantage. On getting out of the straight, tbey made 
aclump of trees; on one side was a high embankment, up which bolted 
Chevy Chace, and slipping on her haunches, over she came backwards 
into the course, causing a scene of terrible confusion. Some seven or 
eight horses and riders were seen to tumble ail together. A crowd rushed 
round, and fora few moments the greutest anxiety existed. Jockeys 
with broken limbs were being carried off, horses running loosely around, 
and amidst the confusion the attention was quite diverted from the race, 
aor did many know the result uatil some time after the numbers were 
sentup. Mr, Barber’s Pretty Boy was placed first, Mr. Howard's Sand- 
doy second, and Mr. Jackson’s Lady Tatton third. Pretty Boy stood in 
betting at very long odds, and 30 tol could have been had at the start te 
‘ny amount, The accident, no doubt, entirely changed the running, and 
although @ sad occurrence, fortunately none of the riders were killed. 
The Steward’s Cup, value 300 sovs. (Handicap), with 100 added, brought 
outa field of 32 horses, This was one of the most beautiful races ever 


— Witnessed. An excellent start was effected ; the horses kept in close or- 


der, and came in almost the same as started. It was thought a light 
Weight would win, and Lord John Scott’s Katharine Logie, 6st. 4ib., was 


made favorite, but was not fast enough for Mr. Fisher’s New Brighton, 
8st. 3lb., who came in the winner, beating Capt. Little’s Olympus by a 
short neck. To see a field of 32 horses running at one time is a sight worth 
going a long distance for, and altogether the day’s sports fully compensated 
the largeeompany assembled. Oa Thursday the greatest interest was ma- 
nifested, it being the grand or “Cup” day.. The weather continued fine, 
and the gathering, both from the metropolis and the surrounding country, 
was much larger than on the previous day. The same number of events 
was on the card, but the Cup was the priacipal, and all anxiety centred in 
its result. Betting was, as usual, very open, bat the probability of a smal! 
field reduced the odds, yet there was no lack of layers, if there was of 
takers. About three o’clock the bell rung for clearing the course for the 
grand event, There were ten horses: all well-bred blood, and a most ex- 
citing race was anticipated. The distance (two miles and a half) was 
such as to try the bottom of the best, while the stakes, amounting to 
nearly three thousand pounds, was quite sufficient to warrant a fair trial 
of their best speed. About the time of the race the sun was most over- 
powering. Mr. Parr’s Fisherman was made favorite, and commanded 
the short odds of 30r4tol. At the first trial a capital start was effect- 
ed, Rogerthorpe and The Coroner going off in front, Heir of Liane being 
third, Yellow Jack fourth, Vandermeulin fifth, Fisherman sixth, Musco- 
vite seventh, Monarque eighth, Polestar and the Ciemeatina geiding 
bringing up the rear. On tdrning frou the straight Rogerthorpe took a 
distinct lead, Coroner keeping second place, the ruck being some die- 
tance behind, and all together. After rounding the “clamp” and again 
coming in sight, Monarque showed third, and Heir of Linne fourth. Oa 
coming round the last turn they were all pretcy well together, and when 
half way up Coroner dropped behind, and Monarque deprived Roger- 
thorpe of the lead. At the distance Rogerthorpe made a stroggle and 
again took the lead. Yellow Jack passed Monarque, but could only come 
ia for second laurels, as usual. The numbers soon showed Rogerthorpe 
first, Yellow Jack second, Monarque third, and Surplice fourth. The 
other races were mostly won by favorites, and the Cup day passed off 
without accident or incident worthy of note. 

On inquiry respecting the accident the previous day, we learn that 
two of the jockies were very seriously injured, and little hopes were en- 
tertained of their recovery. The surgeon’s report, as follows, was posted 
on the Grand Stand s— 

Bartholomew—Serious injury of the brain: very ill; more conscious. 

Hearnden—Concussion of the brain—more satis(actory. 

- Ashmall—Fractured collar-bone—progressing favorably. 
Mundy—Comminated fracture of right thigh and right collar-bone. 
Saiter—Slight general concussion—able to leave the Iafirmary. 

During the morning the Duke of Richmond and several of his noble 
guests went over to the infirmary to make inquiries respecting the suffer- 
ers, and great anxiety was felt. A subscription was started to defray the 
expenses of the Infirmary for the maintenance of, and medical attention 
to, the injured jockies. Itis proposed that the surplus, after defrayiug 
expenses, be divided hetween the Infirmary and the jockies, as the Duke 
of Richmond and Stewards may think proper. The subecriptions are 
already large, and will, no doubt, leave a handsome surplus for division. 

The weather is altogether too hot for theatres, and, indeed, too warm 
to remain intown. Madame Ristori has given her last performance this 
week, but the houses have not been anything like as crowded as on for- 
mer occasions. 

The Royal Italian company give the last of their series of concerts at 
the Crystal Palace this day, and to-morrow nigh t willl be the last of the 
season. 

Mdile. Wagner took her benefit and farew: ll at Her Majesty’s on Mon- 
day last, and has left for Berlin. On Tuesday Madlle. Piccolomini ap- 
peared in ‘*Don Pasquale,” on Thursday in ‘La Figlia,” and to-morrow 
in ‘‘La Traviata.” Next week will conclude the season at Her Majesty’s, 
und the following week the company will start on a tour through the Pro- 
vinces. 

For some time to come the country is likely to be inundated with ope- 
ratic performances. The Drury Lane company start one, the Italian 
opera another, Messrs. Beall & Co. are forming a third, and two or three 
joint enterprises areoa hand. Many of the principals from Her Moj-s- 
ty’s will be off to St. Petersburg to assist in the festivities at the coroua- 
tion, and Cerito is also engaged. 

Mr. Simpson took his anaual benefit at Cremorne yesterday, and pro- 
duced an entertainment of unusal liberality. From two to twelve o'clock, 
P. M.,a continual change of performance was produced, and the dis- 
play of fireworks was magnificent in the extreme. A most gorgeous 
crystalline illuminated shield, upwards of forty feet square, was added, 
and its brilliancy surpassed anything of the kind ever before attempted. 

At the Princess’s “‘The Winter’s Tale” continues to attract good houses, 
and although Mr. Kean does not announce its withdrawal, it is under- 
stood that early in the fail he will produce Shakspeare’s ‘‘Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.” 

The new piece at the Haymagket, called ‘“‘Second Love,” in which 
Miss Reynolds sustains the heroine, is drawing good houses, and Mr. 
Buckstone shares nightly with her the applause of good audiences. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barney Williams conclude their filth week to-morrow 
night at the Adelphi, and continue to draw crowded houses. Last Satur- 
day they took their first benefit in England, which wasa bumper. Mrs. 
Williams then appeared as ‘Our Gal,” and caused great merriment. 
Although the farce is but a trifle, and ridiculously absurd, Mrs. Williams 
makes hers a charac'er full of humor, and her extravagant manner in- 
duces great laughter. Mr. Williams, by his performance of Paddy 
O’Rafferty, has established bimself the best Irish comedian now on the 
stage, and in selecting such eharacters as the great Power made partica- 
larly his own, has stood the test of criticism most favorably, and even be- 
yond comparison with all other Irish comedians. 

Mr. James Anderson, the tragedian, is expected soon in town, and a 
grand complimentary benefit is talked of, to come off at Drury Lane 
prior to his departure for America. Mr. Anderson, both as a private 
gentleman and first-class tragedian, has @ large circle of friends, and 
will, no doubt, receive substantial proof of their admiration. 

Mrs. J. W. Wailack leaves town next month to fulfil Provincial en- 
gagements, and will return in October to commence an engagement at 
the National Standard, where last year for several months she was & 
most popular star.

Dear *‘ Spirit” —When I alluded in my last to the moral to be drawn

The well known yachtman, Johnny Austin, had backed the Spark for 
$600, and made a hit this time. It was a very fine race, weather splen- 
did, and everything conducted in the most fair and gentlemanly manner. 

The third attempt to get off that Harlem regatta was to have been yes- 
terday, but such weather as it was would deter any one from venturing 
out of port for any purpose whatever, much less for the pleasure of sail- 
ing in such a storm of wind and rain as we had here. I presume it was 
as bad in your village of Gotham, and’ that the chimney-pots suffered 
some, as the trees did here.

ARAB HORSES AND DROMEDARIES FOR THE 
STATES. 
UNITED @AESTON, NEAR LrvERPOOL, July 31, 1866. 
There isan ancient and familiar Proverb which says that “an 100 
man’s brain is the devil's workshop.” beds pdrgeden: se ie 
of my cranium, | shell ea a passing hour te you, my goed is ig 
with the conviction that e thizs spent is profitably ¢m ploy fs oa 
muéh I regret-thiat, in my wanderings, I have not written you & few - 
ters. Letters describing incidents of travel as they occur, ate muc 
more interesting than books written from short and imperfect notes after 
the traveller’s return. Don’t suspect, from the remark, that . até any 
intention of making @ book. God deliver me from such a vanity! Book- 
making from travels, now-a-days, isa trade in. which he who has the 
strongest imagination is most successful. An Eastern traveller, from your 
State, told me Oriental book-makers had much to answer for ; and he 
thought they should be held responsible for their glowing descriptions. 
Said he, “I have been induced by those infernal book-makers to leave my 
family and comfortable home to visit this country. What have | seen, 
and what pleasures havelenjoyed? Ihave beem riding up and down 
steep and rocky mountains even destitute of soil, expecting each moment 
to be landed at the bottom of a precipice with a broken head or limb. 
I have been drenched by rain day after day,and nearly devoured by 
fleas at night. I have seen nothing bat rocks, mad towns, and filthy peo- 
ple. Iam going straight home.” He ground his teeth, and muttered 
something about authors. I verily believe, had one been present, he 
would have been a martyr to the wrath of this exasperated traveller. 
My motive for visiting the East having been one of business more than of 
pleasure, 1 was not not so much open to disappointment. My route, too, 
was quite different from that usually taken; for I was ona horse and 
dromedary hunt, and these are not to be found in their purity, except 
among the wild tribes of Bedouins inhabiting the deserts of Eastern Sy- 
ria and Arabia. 


I left New York more than a year ago, and in Europe met with Mr. E. 
Troye, our well-known artist, with whom I continued to travel until last 
month, at which time I left him in Damascus, He has painted seve- 
ral pictures on a large scale, which will attract much attention, and 
add greatly to his already great reputation. One of his pictures repre- 
sents the interior of a Bazaar in Damascus, giving what before has ne- 
ver been accomplished—a eorrect impression of one of the finest of those 
mysterious old buildings which are often described, but never ander- 
stood. In this painting all the Eastern costumes are iatroduced ; Be- 
douins, with their graceful abbas and rich keffiahs, the Turk and Turkish 
soldier, Syrian priests, the veiled women, with their everlasting white 
gowns and yellow morocco boots, the magnificently dressed Albanian 
officer on horseback, and lastly the merchants sitting in their stalls in va- 
rious attitades—some selling, some smoking nargelaks, and others look- 
ing on at the passing crowd. These, with other figures, make up a pic- 
ture without confusion, and so true to nature that I shal! never behold it 
without feeling myself transported to the spot. 
sents the Dead Sea in all its awful desolation. 
subject, for it will give me the ‘‘blues.” We were there twenty days. 
His largest picture is taken near Damascus. It embraces the plains of 
Damascus, showing the character of the surrounding gardens of fruit and 
olive trees, while away im the distance tower the range of Hermon, the 
loftiest sammit (Djebel-esh-Sheikh) piercing the clouds, and covered with 
snow. Nearer are the mountains of Ante Lebanon. In the centre of the 
fereground an Arab is ploughing with his yoke of Dasmascus heifers. In 
a grove of olives to the lefta flock of sheep and goats are grazing under 
the care of ashepherd. To the left acamel is seen, who appears to be 
taking the world easy (which isa luxury seldom allowed to a camel in 
the East), and towards the middle ground, a pretty mosque. These ob- 
jects embrace a great deal, and are of much interest—the cattle being 
different from those found in any other locality, as well as the sheep and 
goats. The landscape, too, is as fine as my eyes ever rested upon, and 
no lover of nature could look at it,even for the hundredth time, without 
feeling a tingling sensation. Mr. Troye had not quite finished the pic- 
ture when I left, but it was far enough advanced to give an idea of what 
it would be after leaving his hands. He purposes leaving Syria this 
summer for Aatwerp, where he will remain a year previous to his return 
to the United States. 

Now allow me to say something about horses. You are doubiless ac- 
quainted with A. K. Richards, the importer of some Arab horses a few 
years ago, and the owner of some of the best stock in America—Peyto- 
na, Blonde, and many others. Ithas ever been his opinion that the Arab 
horse is superior to every race ia the world, either for racing, riding, or, 
crossed with the proper kind of mares, for carriage purposes. Although 
the importation he made was much approved by the best judges, he was 
still dissatisfied, and determined to make another. For this purpose we 
went to Europe, and being joined by Mr. Troye, travelled through England 
and France expressly to ¢xamine and compare the horses of those two 
countries, and also to see the character.of the importations made from 
the East, as Arab horses. Wesawno Arabs in England that we con- 
sidered thorotwghbred, and but two in France. These belonged to the Em- 
peror, We sawa great many called Arabs, aud have since seen hun- 
dreds such in Syria; but they are a mixture of the Arab, Turkish, and 
Koord races. We wentto Turkey, and thence to Syria. We travelled 
through every part of Palestine and Western Syria without meeting with 
a single horse that would do to import. Having stayed a few months in 
Damascus to gain some knowledge of the Arabic, of the Bedouin tribes, 
é&c., we launched out into those wild tribes East and South of Damas- 
cus, dressed as Bedouin Sheiks, and well armed with Colt’s revolvers 
and Minie rifles. Mr. Troye was very hard to please, for in the course of 
his profession you know he has had much to do with the horse, and isa 
thorough jadge. We would sometimes see an animal that looked per- 
fect, but something would be wrong about the pedigree, and however gi- 
ven a Bedouin may generally be to lying, he will always speak the truth 
about his horse. An oath, too, is always required by the buyer from the 
owner, and from the Sheik of the tribe. Thus we would find about six 
oat of ten whose pedigree could not be established. They have three 
varieties—the noble, the doubtful, and the *‘geddesh,” or mixed. The 
noble races are five—the Coheylan and Sacklowee being considered the 
best—the former for bottom, the iaiter for speed—and these, of course, 
bring the highest prices. Tne sum demanded for a fine mare is some- 
tines incredible to those unaccustomed to the Bedouin’s estimation of an 
©Xtaordinary animal. I will give you an instance of this kind. I saw 
* mare of the most symmetrical ferm and the purest blood. I wished to 
pwrehace her. A Bedouin never fixes a price, but leaves you to bid un- 
til he is satisfied with the offer. I commenced bidding, and at last went

Iam now going to show why the Arab horse has been so uhderrated 
sinee the time of the Godolphin or Darley Arabian. If, in the deserts, 
six out of ten, as we found, are not thoreaghbred, is it probable that a 
thoroughbred is oftea to be found in the towns and villages of Syria or 
Egypt? When a Bedouin visits a towm he never rides a fine horse, and 
this we often observed. There is little communication between them 
and townsmen whom they despise, and from traders they always exact a 
heavy tribute. They are jealous of strangers, few venturing among 
them. A Bedouin holds a thoroughbred at many times the value of any 
other horse which may look equally well, though impure, and therefore 
pure bred animals are seldom sold. Parchases are generally made in the 
towns and villages, by Earopeans, from traders who would not be likely 
to pay so high for pedigree, when they can make out one themselves to 
answer every purpose. I will cite two instamees that occurred whilst I 
wasin Syria. Aa English gentleman in Damascustold me one day that 
he had purchased two Arabs, and intended to carry taem to England. 
He wished me to see them, and give my opinion abeut them. He could 
not understand why I was so mach amused at thestable. [told him he 
had been “‘done.” One was a little Egyptian pony, the other an ordinary 
Syrian horse. Hesold them. The other was a horse that came on the 
same steamer with me, belonging to Lord P——an, and will doubtless 
pass in England for anything but a very commoa horse of Syria. Just 
such, I am inclined to believe, have been the character of importations 
for the last fifty years; and I am sustained by Mr. Layard, who, at Nine- 
vah and among the Bedouin tribes, had a good opportunity for observa- 
tion. 

This selection has been made with referene to siz3, symmetry, and pe- 
digree, and if our stock are not improved, it will be useless to talk any 
more of the Arab for improving the racing stock. These horses will ne- 
ver do to train, for they have been broken with the severe curb-bit, which 
shortens a horse’s stride. Mr. Richards, whether successful or not, de- 
serves great credit for his efforts to improve our race of noble animals. 

I am staying here several weeks te rest my animals, previous to 
shipping them to New Orleans en the “‘Sultan,” which leaves on the 10th 
August. An Arab groom goes with them. Crowds of people are here 
daily to see them. Jadges give a very favorable opinion of them in the 
papers, and say that such have never been brought to England. 

Mr. Ten Broeck arrived here last week, but he left the following day, 
andi did not see him. His horses,I understand, went to Glasgow. If 
they sustained no injury by the passage, he will brush some of the 
‘Johnnies,’ depend upon it.

Have you ever heard how the place got its name? There was once a 
single inhabitant on the island, a French womaa, to whom the Nantuck- 
eters and Cape_men resorted for stimulant.

DOTTINGS ON FOREIGN COASTS. 


Written for the New York “Spirit of the Times,” by “‘Grs, X,” 





Dear **Spirit.’”—Since my dot of the 17th ult. Mr. Amos B, Corwine, 
the U. S. Commissioner, has been released from the necessity of visiting 
Bogota by the opportune arrival of Hon. J. B. Bowlin, U. S. Minister to 
this Government. His arrival in Panama is the only item of interest for 
the past fortnight. It may be regarded as one of the many prompt steps 
taken by our Government, and its instructed agents, to hurry up the day 
of retribution upon this unfortunate people ; for after the U. S. Minister 
has made himself fully acquainted with ‘the amount of damages, and 
perused the array of facts so ably collected by the U. S. Consul and the 
Commissioner, by which the culpability of the authorities of Panama is 
fully set forth, he will hasten back to Bogota to make the final reclama- 
tion. He is well armed with the power and the papers, and it is believed 
that the conditions of redress, and those for the future safety of the 
Isthmus passengers, will be made in unm’stakable terms. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Corwine will return to the United States, still under the original 
instructions of his commission, to report personally, and to act under the 
future additional instructions of our Government. 

The arrival of the Saratoga at Aspinwall, with the rumor that she will 
remain until this question is settled, have completely crushed whatever 
hopes this people may have entertained of throwing off their accounta- 
bility for the deeds of April 18th. The fright on the part of the Pana- 
menos, of which I have formerly doited, continues; but on the part of 
the foreigners, and in matters of trade or business, safety is re-establish- 
ed, protection is foreshadowed—all is becoming bright, in the saloon, the 
sleeping chamber, and the shop. Every day and hour the transit across 
this Isthmus is becoming safer. 

Scarcely a day passes that the officers of the ship St. Mary’s do not re- 
ceive evidence of the kindness and affection of the Panamenos. I say 
Panamenos, for I wish to include the better social class of the Spanish 
population. Many North Americans have formed family associations 
and domestic ties with this population. Those who choose can find 
among these as warm a welcome, and as much home comfort, as among 
their native towns and cities in the States). Who among us cannot find 
the “spare plate” at table or the “spare bed” at might? Some of these 
land comforts do the hearts good of those who make earth’s waters their 
three years’ homes. Reclining in their cool hammocks, gently touching 
upon matters of home gossip, surrounded by a family of veritable women, 
and sweet-voiced children, indulging in a boyish romp, exchanging terms 
of mutual regard, participating in the most delightful of all parlor pas- 
times, and one that the Panamena is most attached to, music—while this 
lasts one feels human. They are lessonsin social education. 

The other day I witnessed the burial of a dead child—a curious cere- 
mony. 

It was on acharming Sunday afternoon. Being released for a few 
hours from the cares of ship-prison, I strolled through the district of 
Santa Ana, passed the native Hospital, and soon entered one of the pret- 
tiest roads that lead from the dark impure suburbs of Panama to the 
fresh, bird-singing groves of the country. There was dense foliage on 
all sides; evergreen branches were entwined overhead, forming a shaded 
archway. Occasionally the light of heaven peered through the arbors, 
and produced variegated shadows across the pathway. But the tint was 
sombre. It made me melancholy. 

A short walk brought me to the native cemetery, and my fondness for 
the antique, and an old habit of rammaging among the debris of life, 
induced me to enter within its walls. The Cemetery is an enclosure 
comprising about an acre of ground, surrounded by a wall six or more 
feet high. Built up from within upon this wall, is a mound presenting a 
face of brick masonry, and containing vaults. These vaults are arranged 
above ground, two deep, and the dead are thus deposited in two strata. 
The holes through which the bodies are thrust are walled up with cement 
or mortar, and the initials of the name of the occupant are scratched 
upon the cement before it has hardened. Here and there may be seen a 
plate of granite, slate, iron, or marble, embedded in the cement, and upon 
which all is told that is necessary to tell of the bleaching bones within. 
The vaults are reserved for the rich, the blooded; the ground beneath 
them for the poor, the neglected. The marshy nature of the soil renders 
scientific grave digging impossible, 8° that the rich and blooded, after 
death, lie in dry places, warmed by the tropical sun, while the poor and | 
neglected repose in cold, wet ground-holes, scarcely more than two feet 
below the surface. But they last the longer for it, [thought. They carry 
through, aye end past, life, the mora! that the poor man’s cold grave out- 
lives the rich man’s comfortable vault. 

A ramble through Greenwood, Mount Auburn, and Laural Hill, does 
not impress one with the full force of the meaning of death and decay. 
They are little like receptacles for the dead, for the presence of art and 


agriculture detracts the mind from the sombre thoughts matured in a 
graveyard. But the cemetery of Panama is the reverse of these. Like 
everything in and around the town, it evinces decay and neglect ; like the 
local mind, the local intelligenee, the effete local government, it savors of 
disease and death. In many places the mound of vaults bas fallen, and 
in the mass of rubbish, among bricks, cement, dirt, patches of rotten 
vestments, the worms of which we are the food, and creeping lizards, are 
the bones of the silent sleepers—some crumbling into dust, and others 
scarce disarticulated. 

Lying in this rubbish, half concealed, were the remnants of a form 
that once boasted of symmetry and grace. Ata short distance was the 
cake of hardened cement, the va ult-plug, and upon it the traces of the 
name of Barbara were discernible. The cranial sutures had not coalesced, 
and the teeth, untouched by use or decay, had not yet welcomed their 
tardy brothers that come at the period of advanced girlhood. Imbued 
with the sensitiveness and modesty of their development, they come to 
light and duty, like their owner, painfully and in retired places. Bar- 
bara, therefore, had died when young. But within an arm’s reach, the 
cranium of a child, bereft of its brother bones, had been crushed under 
the fallen tomb-wall. Barbara, therefore, had died when a mother. 

All grave yards possess their curiosities, but that of Panama is an ex- 
ception. Neglect forbids the perpetuation of grave-head monuments. 
But a single fact among this mass of dead was found worth noting. It 
was an instance of ‘‘good old age,” and ran thus: 


Mercede Berroa, 
Nacio en Panama, el 
24 de Septiembre de 1741 
i murio el 16 de Agosto 
de 1855, a la edad de 
113 anos, 10 meses, i 
20 dias. 

One would think Panama conducive to health and longevity! 

The silence of this death-spot was broken by the voices of birds, and 
the clink of a grave-digger’s spade, hard at his Sunday work. As Ham- 
let did so did I, but found my friend of the eternal house that outlives 
the masonry of life, more communicative than Hamlet’s. His grave wa 
intended for a child, before it died. He lit his segar by mine, and gave 
me the posthumous gossip of many of the deadaround us. At the depth 
of two feet below the surface the hole was finished, the bottom soon be- 
coming covered with water. Three women joined us, who I found were 
the advance of the funeral procession. I left the cemetery to meet it. 
Soon a crowd of native men and boys, of all shades and admixtures, was 
seen advancing slowly from the town. They were dressed in Sunday 
garb, unexceptionably clean. A baad of music preceded them, composed 
of two violins, a flute, a bad guitar, a belled tamborine, and a violincello. 
The airs were the same quadrilles, polkas, and waltzes, which I had 
heard the same band play for the lively dances of a tertulia only a few 
nights before. The sentiment conveyed was that of joy for tne departure 
of a child from cares and pains which it had already commenced to ex- 
perience. The subject of the ceremony—the child itself—was lying ex- 
posed to view upon a canopied bier, borne by four lads. Her bed was a 
couch of flowers and leaves; her dress was of tinseled satin; her head 
was wreathed with gay flowers. She was decorated for a ball, and not 
for the grave. I doubted if she were dead. Thesecon rasts between the 
signs of life and death, with that between the sombre road and gay mu- 
sic, caused the scene to be remarkably impressive. 

Having arrived at the cemetery, the corpse was delivered to the three 
women, and the crowd and band of music dispersed. At once the scene 
and sentiment changed. The ball was over. The women removed the 
gay dress and trappings and placed them carefully in a basket to decorate 
the next May Queen, perhaps on the following day. The body was clothed 
in a simple white dress, deposited in a common box, and lowered in its si- 
lent, cold, and wet grave. The rest was hurriedly done. No grave tears 
were shed over the little mound. No lingering form remained, as if the 
heart refused to part with the dead. The ceremony seemed to be per- 
formed by strangexs. But doubtless the mother, the brother, play-fel- 
low, were mourning the more acutely at home, where the loss was more 
acutely felt. 

Night found me pondering over the new grave.

FROM “COL. JEEMS PIPES OF PIPESVILLE.” 
Poe AS Sr. Coartes Hote. Weaver, California, 15th May, 18656, 
Messrs. Editors :—Since my few days sojourn in this “‘mountain town” 
I have been so “*knocked all of a heap” by the beauty of its location, its 
busy aspect, its wonderful size, its ‘‘goaheadativeness” generally, that I 
have had great difficulty in collecting together my scattered thoughts: 
But imprimis, I must briefly mention that the agony of mind I endured 
during the trip on a mu-il from the town of Shasta to this flourishing City, 
I fear I shall never be able fitly to describe. My companion doo voyarge, Vin- 
cent E.G , Esq., (who, as friend Kelly informs us, is one of the very 
finest “‘singers” in the State,) had seleeted for his own riding an anima! 
“of the first water,” well shaped, of astonishing velocity, and warranted 
not to stumble, or stop at any place over five minutes. For myself, he 
found me a very lean, elderly, lanky, and shakey looking white mofrodita 
horse, whose frightful neighing, and other indelicate noises, made, the mo- 
ment I mounted him, satisfied me that he would rather have me “off” than 
“on.” ° Of the first 10 or 12 miles I will say nothing—simply remarking 
that at the breakfasting place—‘*Tower’s” I think—when I had hardly 
time to swallow acup of coffee, I wastold tc “thurry up the cakes,” 
and that it would take us several days unless we wentright on! Away 
we went—my companion hundreds of yards ahead, hardly deigning to 
turn round to see whether I wasalive or dead—jolt, jolt, over ruts, up 
mountains, down precipices, in large holes, through bogs, ditches, streams, 
bump, bump, bump, having a feeling that 150 pounds were hanging from 
each of my legs, and that my stomach had jumped up into my head! 
W-o-0-0-0-0! s-t-o-p! ‘H-a-l-l-o! Judge! Stop, for God’s, sake, if 
only for a moment—just to look at this beautiful scenery!” ({ thought I’d 
get him a little on the sentimental, but twas no use.) ‘*Well—all right, 
Col., just wait ¢al] we get tothe bridge!” and will you believe it, devila 
bit would he give me a chance to rest, until at last, in a condition more 
dead than alive, I landed at the Lewiston Hotel, kept by Captain Wood, 
where, having been lifted from my harrowing steed, and placed in a large 
sized chair, I devoured several pounds of rare beef, and three or fpur 
plates of pudding, besides sundry glasses of milk, sauce, and water. All 
the “‘time”’ (?) I was eating I was in bodily fear and trembling that my 
companion would be for starting ;—nor were my conjectures unfounded, 
for while swallowing my last piece of pie (pumpkin, very nice indeed,) [ 
was politely asked if I ‘intended to be eating there all day!” (we had 
been just ten minutes in the house.) Well, it was useless to expostuiate, 
and I therefore, with a heavy heart, and a sore and troubled spirit, endea- 
vored to climb on my animal’s back. In this I three times failed, and 
was at last, by my kind landlord, ‘‘placed’in position.” My pen fails me 
to depict the mental agony, to say nothing of the bodily pain, I endured 
the last 10 or 12 miles of our journey, but stern necessity demands that 
brief mention should be made thereof, to prevent, if possible, in future, 
these “‘tricks upon travellers.” 

Arrived in this renowned City, I soon found comfortable quarters at the 
Hotel from which I am jotting you down these lines, kept by 8S. S. Hovey, 
once from the little town of Boston, and I can assure you I have been well 
taken care of by him since my arrival, finding his table, beds, and estab- 
lishment generally, highly satisfactory. The man evidently “knows the 
ropes” that rings the Bell” at this Hotel, and must have been at one 














time Sexton at some “high old” church or other. Fourteen times I got 
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The Spirit ot the Times, 
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loed out “fire” several times, but "twas “‘no go.” Upon — oy 
“ropes” against the wall in the sitting room, I pulled them, thinking it 
was a ‘‘dead waiter,” when to my horror, the “bell” sounded again. . 
think friend Hovey must have originally intended his house for a church! 


And now a word or soofthis beautiful little town—or city—is it? 

Tuesday night found me at the Weaverville Theatre, and when I tell you 
I was highly pleased, it very inadequately conveys my meaning. Tue 
Theatre itselfwould do credit to any place in the State. Itis well lighted, 
tastefully decorated, with capital scenery, and a very efficient orchestra, 
led by a talented musician, Mr. J. E. Sediak. The Manager, Mr. Jacob 
W. Thoman, (‘te Pioneer of Theatricals in the mountains,) is really de- 
serving of the warmest praise for the artistic manner in which his pieces 
are produced. The play on the nightia question was the ““Hunchbacx,” 
and the heroine of the night, Miss Estelie Potter. The house was crowd- 
ed, and a more orderly, attentive, appreciative, and delighted audience, it 
would be difficult to find anywhere. I had never seen Estelle Potter be- 
fore, excepting on the occasion of her first appearance at the Metropoli- 
tan, in San Francisco, when I was not by any means prepossessed in her 
favor; but her rendering of the part of Julia entitles her toa very high 
meed of praise, and two scenes were acted better than they have ever been 
played before in California, and this is not saying a little when it will be 
remembered that we have been visi ed bysuch actresses as Miss Davenport, 
( incomparably the best of them all,) Miss Heron, and Miss Laura Keene. 
There was only one ‘‘Julia” (that 1 have ever seen,) who could by her 
matchless pa thos and witchery of elocution and feeling, move her audi- 
ence to tears by the single line, “Clifford, why don’t you speak to me?” 
and that was Miss Eaima Wheatley, of the old Park. These words were 
faltered forth, in a subdued, imploring tone, that went to the very heart 
of her auditory, and the effect was electrical. 


Miss Potter’s rendering was the reverse of this ; but in the celebrated 
line, ‘Do it! ror leave the task to me,” which latter she gave almost ina 
whisper, but beaatifully and distinctly audible, and which told with won- 
derful effect upon the audience, she was superior to any Julia I have ever 
seen. The whole of this act was performed ina style that entitles the 
lady to hold first rank in her profession, and she evidently has ‘‘hiv” the 
tastes of the Weaverville-ites. Mr. Thoman’s ‘*Mas‘er Walter” was ad- 
mirable, not only ia ‘‘making up,” but in conception and delivery; and 
our friend W. H. Hamilton, (once of the Park and Bowery Theaters, New 
York) made oneof the best *Cliffords’ we have ever seen. Quiet, sub- 
dued, easy, and natural, and dressed uncommonly well. | The **Modus’ 
of the night, Mr. Campbell, 1 think—was very excellent, aud in the “col- 
lar” scene with the pretty ‘Helen,” 
laughter. 


Miss Annie Smith, caused roars of 
Mr. Mortimer, as ‘*Fathom,” had it all his own way, the au- 
dience, upon each entrance, being convulsed with laughter, and with 
very good cause too, for his appearance and look was ludicrous in the 
extreme. His “I fly” was very dzolland funny, and indeed the whole 
performance clever and taking. Heisan actor of rare merit. Mr. and 
Mrs. Everard, (so well known at Mitcheil’s Olympic,) in their respective 
parts, added greatly to the effect of the play, and in their dressing, (parti- 
evlarly the latter,) showed great taste and skill; the symmetrically formed 
leg and ankle, and the pretty feet, (with the red boots included,) of Mrs. 
E. being the theme of universalapprobation. The play, as a whole, was 
weil acted, and capitally placed upon the stage, and Mr. Thoman is en- 
titled to great praise for his tact, energy and perseverance. 


Here are great 
big brick stores, large Hotels, Soda Wat r Factories, two Newspapers, 
Baths, elegant Shaving saloons, with Marb/e-top wash basins, two doors 
from where I’m stopping, a Pacific Brewery, a Court House, a prettily 
built Church, with Cross and steeple, a Jail, a German Hospital, in course 
of erection, an E Clampsus Vitus, erected (satisfactorily), Express Offices, 
Banking establishments, Ice Cream Saloons, Norcross’ Daguerrean rooms, 
Jewelry stores, Druggists’ shops, elegantly fitted up, Comstock & Martin’s 
Horse Market and Stables—the largest dealers in Northern California, and 
indeed all the modern improvements of a city at the presentday. Among 
the largest Stores here I have noticed those of J. S. McCain & Co., D. M. 
Eder & Co., Davison & Harris, and Pierce, Church & Co., the two first 
costing, 1 am told, to erect, over $14,000 each, and the latter $10,000 each- 
Will this be believed? that away up the mountains such things are! 
How litile do the denizens of San Francisco know of the march of im- 
provein:ut, and the real solid wealth of the interior of this vast country ! 
when lece, in the very fastnesses of the mountains, an embryo city has 
sprung up, whose future and destiny who can fitly imagine ?—witain 
whose hidden depths and caverns, mines of wealth repose, and whose 
hills, now covered with thick foliage, and the flowery garments and bright 
green of summer, “surrounded and-encompassed by a frame work of my- 
riads of magnificent trees of cedar and of pine, which “‘wave on high their 
plumes of green,” shall one day become levelled by the hand of improve- 
mentand enterprise, and this spot be the mart where the traffic, com- 

merce, and trade of Northern California shail be carried on!

TROUTING ON JESSUP’S RIVER. 


We could not remain quiet long at a time, for my restless friend had not 
yet had a fair trial of the ‘‘flies” at trout. After all, laugh at Piscator’s 
violeat passion for it as I may, the sport which lasts longest, is the most 
abundaat, the most admired, and most practised by the frequenters of the 
Lake country, is that of taking the speckled or brook trout with the rod ! 

The larger lakes afford good troiling grounds, when resorted to in the 
right season; but the trolling season, which begins in March, is too early 
for the majority of auglers, who cannot leave their spring business for 
mere sport. But when summer comes, business is over; then the rejoic- 
ing anglers, like children broke loose from school, scatter abroad over the 
mountainous places of the land, literally gasping with panting bosoms 
for fresh air. 

To such it makes little difference, when they reach here, to find that 
the fishing-grounds for trout are not close at hand, but that they must go 
yet farther from five to thirty miles, among the rongh wild hills, to fresher 
streams, amidst vaileys deeper than these. It seems strange, to be sure, 
and very provoking to them, if they go without a proper knowledge of the 
season—to fiud that these wide clear sheets with aljl their inlets and out- 
lets, are but so much dead water to them—affording no sport after the 
tenth of June, worth notice. But they are soon over this, for the moun- 
tain breezes are very inspiriting; and with expanding chests they look 
towards tue blue ridges with emulation, and brace themselves up to meet 
the rude exigencies of a “tramp” and ‘‘shanteeing out” for a few days 
amidst Storm or sunshine, as the evening heavens may send!

I wondered for some time what was the cause, and what it was I 
missed so much, until I discovered the almost total absence of the different 
varieties of squirrel. Then I understood at once. 

These creatures are the great enliveners of forest scenery, and we un- 
consciously as much expect to hear them rattling over the dry leaves— 
their rustling leap from bough to bough—the pattering of nuts they are 
unhusking over head—their saucy chattering and defiant bark—or to see 
their graceful forms leap across the path—dart up and around the stand- 
ing trunks or along the dead logs, as we do to see the trees themselves, 
Oz iear the winds murmur through their leaves. Every where, except 
in the tropics, they are ever-present and more essential to the complete 
characteristics of forest scenery, than even the birds themselves. This is 
particulaily the case at the north, where the varieties of the birds are 
neither so abundantly musical or large asin the Middle States. I never 
saw woods before through which you might walk all day, from day to 
day, for weeks, and most probably not see or hear the sound of a single 
squirrel. 

{ had spent much time in the woods, and had not been able to reconcile 
myseif to this strange want, which impressed me, even before I heard the 
cause, with something like a funeral desolation—with the shadow of a 
feeling like that which we'would have in walking through the echoing 
streets of a plague-depopulated city. I was greatly surprised when I 
found how analogous the case really was. On inquiring among the old 
huaters, [ heard from them the reason. 

In the first place, the chickaree, or common red squirrel, is the only one, 
except the little chip squirrel, they have there at allasa resident variety 
—tor although the gray squirrel has occasionally made its appearance for 
a lithe while, the black martin, which is very abundaat, is said to enter 
its hole and destroy it, before it has time to breed much, while the hole of 
tae chickaree is too small for it to gain admittance. Well, about twenty 
years ago, the country was literally overrun one summer by a plague of 
red squirrels, Curiously enough, too, accompanied by great numbers of 
the litte deer mouse or jamping mouse. The two united, destroyed near- 
ly the whole of the standing crops of grain, and swarmed over the out- 
houses and even the dwelling houses themselves, and along the fences by 
the roadside, and indeed through the woods every where. 


The people were alarmed by the apprehension of great loss, and even a 
partial famine, when suddenly the curse was swept away in a most sin- 
gular manner. The equirreis all at once began to act strangely; they 
were observed to drag themselves slowly along the ground across the 
roads, 80 that the people could crush them with their heels. Those on 
the fences would mope and stagger along the rails, or falling off, would 
be seen in dozens hanging by one claw, until they dropped dead to the 
ground, They could be killed by hundreds, with a small stick, and the 
very air became impure with the stench of their dead bodies, On exami- 
nation, it was found they were literally covered over their whole bodies 
with warty and vermillion-colored pustules, which looked very foul and 
angry. The mice were visited in the same way, and nearly all, if not all, 
died off; since, for several years after, not a creature of either kind was to 
be seen, and to this day they have remained remarkably scarce. 


This story seemed very strange to me, but one day I shot a young red 
squirrel, the first I had killed since I came—for lack of opportunity—and 
{ found it covered by this same warty disease, which had been described 
as causing their extermination so long ago. The pustules were quite 
small upon it, and not so thickly placed as in the time ef the plague, 
when they were as large as a pea of good size, and there was not the 
space of a pin’s head any where between them! This accounts for their 
not having increased more rapidly—since the fact shows that the disease 
continues to linger with them, preventing, as I suppose, their arriving at 
maturity, in the majority of cases. 

But I have gone a good way aside from my theme to narrate these cu- 
rious facts, and must get baek to the ‘*Bridge” again, at which we arrived 
about the middle of the afternoon. There we found an old field just 
across the bridge. It was called Wilcox’s Clearing, and like all such 
places I bad seen in this fine grazing region, was still well sodded down 
in Timothy, blue grass, and clover. Our luggage having been deposited 
ian the shantee, which consisted nearly of boards torn from the old house, 
which were leaned against the sides of two forks, placed a few feet apart, 
we set off at once for the Falls, a short distance above. This was merely 
an initial trial, to obtain enough for dinner, and find the prognostics of 
the next day’s sport in feeling the manner of the fish. 

At the Falls the river is only about fifteen feet wide, though its average 
width is from twenty-five to thirty. The water tumbles over a ledge of 
about ten feet, at the bottom of which is a fine hole, while on the surface 
sheets of foam are whirled round and round upon tie tormented eddies— 
for the stream has considerable volume and power. 

We stepped cautiously along the ledge, Piscator ahead, and holding his 
precious flies ready for a cast, which was most artistically made, net 
without a glance of triumphing pity at poor me, who was preparing to 
do the same with the humble angle-worm. Tre “flies” fail—lI see the 
glance of half-a-dozen golden sides darting at them—but, by this time, 
my own cast is made, and | am fully occupied with the strugglesof a fine 
trout. 

What a thrilling sensation it is!—the bite of the first trout!—renewed 
each season, too, in all the strength of novelty, when you, perhaps, for the 
fiftieth time after the weary interval otherwise employed, feel again the 
electric shock of its pull, communicated through your arm to all your 
frame—the heart bounds as gladly, and the eyes gleam in as wild an ec- 
stacy of delight, for the moment, as on your boyhood’s first capture. Bat 
the “black flies” swarmed by this time with such a wounding, madden 
ing buzz into my eyes, nostrils and mouth, bebind my ears, and up my 
sleeves, that no mortal enthusiasm could stand it any longer. 

“Here, George, in heaven’s name take my rod! My veil !—where is it? 
I have torgotten it!” 

“No, here it is—I thought of it!” and hedrew it from his bosom. How 
I blessed the fellow! It was on and adjusted in an instant—and then | 
had time to draw a long breath and lask around me. 

“Hey! seven trout. What, did I catch all those in this little while?” 
I exclaimed, in a surprise not very complimentary to Piscator’s ‘‘flies.” 

“[ caught one of ’em,” growled he—while he perseveringly whipped 
the foam with his flies. I turned towards him, and throagh my green 
veil his forlorn despairing face looked jaundiced. I was moved to pity. 

‘Try the worms, good Piscator—here they are. Tis is not the right 
time of day for them to take the flies in this river, I judge!” 

He was soothed, and eagerly improving the door of escape thus opened 
to kim, took off the flies and used worms with immediate and brilliant 
success, which brought back the placid smile to bis face, and he would 
now and then as calmly brush away the distracting swarm of flies from 
his face, as if they had been mere innocent motes. He had only taken 
the one with his flies at the first instant of his cast—and afterward, not a 

single trout would rise to them. But later that evening came a temporary 
triumph for Piscator.

We took severalo{ tnat most 
splendidly beautiful of all trout, the ‘red bellied’”’—for their bellies are as 
if of burnished gold, heated to a red heat, while the spo's upon their sides 
fairly glitter, while their fins are black, bordered with white. ; 

The moment they were hooked, we could see their sides flash up from 
the depths of the hole like the gleam of an angry blaze, and they shot like 
fiery meteors through the air as they leaped from it. We moved on slowly 
down the stream with our raft, after they ceased to bite here, aud took 
from one to two and four pounds from every hole we passed, until | be- 
came weary of the sport, anit even Piscator confessed himsei! for once to 
have had enough of trout fishing. The time had come for our return 
home, and now the interminabie rain set in again more violently than 
ever, and our guide, who had filty pounds of trout upon hiss ioulder, 
shrank from clambering back over the mountain with such a burden, and 
we landed on the opposite side of tbe river, to return by a new and longer 
though more level route. 

Of all the dismal and exhausting walks ever taken, this seemed ‘o ne 
the most so. A vivient west wind had set in, dashing on i's co'd current 
the colder rain into our faces. We were chilled and wet in an instant 
after starting. Much of the way led through a deep tang! o/ elder and 
raspberry bushes, which were as high as our heads, and 5 nt with the 
burden of icy rain drops. So this gave usa double bath. We monaged 
—or, our guide did for us!—to get lost in the bargain ; had five mises to 
tramp through the thick pine woods, plunging through swamps, and 
stumbling into deep holes, over roots, dead trees, aud rocks. Tucre was 
one comfort before us, at least, the prospect that we should find our Lost 
waiting for us at the bridge with the wagon. 

On we staggered bravely—spliash! spiash! drip! drip. Above us, 
under, and on every side, the gelid rain! Asis an incessant shower 0ath, 
far more exhausting than a protracted plunge—so was this wauilg 
through wet bushes beneath the pitiless pelting rain. 1 am sure tuatt 
abstracted a greater amount of vital heat and strength from us than wad:

Fortunately, our host had been prudent enough to bring blankets wit 
him, and wrapping our shivering bodies in these, we burried off on ou 
return. It was no use going to our shantee for comfort—‘he fire was 9" 
and the rain had set in for a week tocome, and it was a poor affairs 
best. Though it wasa break-neck road, Turged him with chattenne 
teeth, to drive faster; but the immovable Piscator quirtly sogees'ea (7% 
I should “take it easy!” I stared at the man, for I was excessively Der 
vous and irritable, politely wishing him in a warmer place with Ais ph 
losophy. He only laughed, and as that made me stil: more angry, ¢ 
soon nearly warmed up agair. — 

Strange as the remedy may seem to those who are not famil om 
the miracles of bathing, I took forthwith a bata of very cold water on 
reaching home. This ‘warmed me instantly and thorougnly, 3 
the flesh brush and dry clothes completed the magical proves: 0" ee 
diate transfer from the arctic to the tropics, which my seusa‘lors inde!

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INSTINCT OF ANIMALS. 


To whatever partof the creation which surrounds us we direct eur at: | 
sation, Whetber to its physical or to its intellectual order and orgeniza- 
tion we still find owrselves overwhelmed with wonders, all indicating the 
wisdcm ond benevolence of their Author ; all tending to promote the hap- 

iness of the Variows races of animated natvuie. Among these wonders, 
the instincts with which there different races are, in various relations and 
degrees, imbued, are not the least. 

Jacob Taylor, a Chester covnty almanac maker, near the beginning of 
the eighleenih cemiury, the county being then nearly a frontier settlement, 
tells a stcry of @ flock of deer which occupied an island not otherwise in- 
pabited. A herd of our domestic cattle weie introduced into ihe island, 
put ibeir presence gave no alarm to the deer. The bellowing of the bulls, 
powever formidable it might seem to ears unaecustomed to the sound, 
did vot im apy degree disturb the tranquillity of the previous occupants 
of ibe soil. But at length a deg found its wey to ihe island, on which the 
deer ‘wmedistely tock the alasm, and fed with precipitation. Why, 
then, inquizes the elmensc-maker, of a supposed philosophical friend 
who is :epresented as present, were the deer so intimidaied by the sight 
of a dog. slibcugh they aemained undisturbed by the presence of animale 
spparenily 40 mech more formidable? The philosopher answers tbat 
there ig 2 sympathy between all ruminating animals te prevent hostility 
or ibe fear of bestility frem each other. The almanae-meker, while 
cecmingly sseenting to the correctness of the explanation, shrewdly sug- 
gesis a wonder, in which, no doubt, some of cur ieaders may partake, 
bow ibe-ceer covid discover that the dog did not chew the cud as weil as 
themselves. The scker truth seems to be—end here the wisdom and 
benevolence of the Creator are menifested—that those animals, whether 
jpminating or not, which live exclusively on vegetable food, manijest, 
while in their native state, no sign of hestility, or fear of hostility towards 
each otber. The deer manifests no more fear of a borse than of an ox. 
At the seme time, these herbivorous animals sppear, independent'y of 
experience or education, to entertain am instinctive perception that an 
enemy lurks in the carnivorous races. They therefore naiwrally flee from 
them. 

Tre poet Cowper, in his account of the treatment of his tame bares, 
jp/orms us that be introduced to the acquaintance of each other, a bare 
and a spaniel, with a view of ascertaining whether there was any natural 
hostility be.ween the races to whieh they respectively belonged. The 
exper ment was made with great caution, and asthe bare manifested no 
signs of fear, and ihe spaniel no symptoms of hostility, be concluded 
that ihe appaient antipathy between the dog and the hare is artificial, not 
satural. The dog, he says, pursues because he is taught so to do, and 
the hare Bees because he is pursued. 

If Cowper had been as shrewd a philesopher as be was interesting as 
a poet, he would probably have discerned that his experiment was made 
under circumstances highly artificial, and could therefore lead to no re- 
liable conclusion with regard to the result of such ap acquaintance, if 
formed in the forest, beycnd the influence of man. The bare, nurged 
and protected as it had been by Cowper, had unquestionably ost much 
of its vigilent instinctive dread, and con:equenily was not likely to be 
alarmed when no hostility appeared. The dog, edvcated aliogether asa 
domestic anima), bad, no doubt, been always aceustomed to jook to his 
master for his daily food, and had probably never been subjected to the 
necessity of actizg as hisownm butcher. Ji was, therejore, bigbly unna- 
tuyal and impiobable that he should cemmeace a new trade till impelled 
by hunger. The deg and the hare were iheie/ore partially educated tor 
peaceiul scquaintance before they saw each otber. 

That ihe ocg, in his natural state, is exclusively a carniverous animal, 
will prokebiy not be denied. The dog ard the wolf are sosimilar in 
natuie, iLat ibe laiter, while running in bis native forest, may be justly 
regarded as the type of the former, with similar propensities, and de- 
pending for suppert on similar other means. Godman, in bis ‘ Natural 
Hietory,” bee produced evidence, which cen hardly be dspated, that the 
dog 2nd the wols ase, properly speaking, varieties of ihe seme species, 
mot annals oj Giflexrentiaces. Their mutual progeny difiers in one es- 
sential characteristic from all bybrid animals that aie knowx—itis not 
warked with sterility. 

The innecent sheep appears the especial victim of the wolf, and the 
depredations sometimes made on the sheep-fold by domestic dogs, furnish 
evidence |bat itis education, net nature, which prevents the dog from 
more fieguently gluiting his appetite with the flesh and biocd of ihe jamp. 
Indeed, o! sli the domestic animals, the dog stands conspicuous and com- 
paratvely alcne ‘or the change effected by education in his habits and 
preyensines. Thevgb, ficm bis effnity to the wolf, thelamb would 
apyeer io be bis especial focd, yet we ojten fird him transformed by edu- 
caticn to be tLe most efficient assistant to the shepherd in ihe protection 
of his ficck. The shepherd’s dog, in particular, jurnishes a most reliable 
protector either by dey or by night, of the flock entrusted to his charge. 
A stlange deg that may venture within his dcmain, is pretty sure to pay 
for his iemerity by the loss of his life. 

So surcepnble, indeed, is the cog of change of habit from education, 
that Le is ectually tiansfoimed jicm @ Carnivorous #n ma) to one depend- 
ententhely vpcn vegetable iocd. In the Highlands of Scotland, the dog 
and his master live alike upon ca'meal, prepared in the same manner and 
ea'en Cut of the seme vessel. Amorg ali the reces that ere sveceptible of 
dcmesiicaticn, es well as emerg these that are never subjected to the do- 
Minicn ci Men, it is curious end interesting to obsei ve how their insiincis 
ave blended Ip sc me Cegiee Wilb a species of raticcination. The herbive- 
rows enimals appear, as alreacy observed, incepencently of ¢xperience, to 
Giscover eheMits in the carnivorcus races; and the Jatier co not seem to 
reguile cOvcsiicn cr instruction in the selection of their prey. But we 
Ciith fird, suenge)y Mingled with there instinctive perceptions, means 
receried lo Jor escape ticm darger, or expedients of securing their prey, 
which cen tearcely be accounted for ctherwire than by the employment 
@i ihe reasoning faculty. Why dces the bound, when he faljs on the scent 
cf his pity, i) he happens to make a retrograde movement, in mediately 
abancen it and pursue the proper course, but because the scent, if follow- 
ed in abeckwaid direction, grows ‘aiuter ateve)y jump, ibus indicating 
to B leatening en ma) a greater Japse of tme since ihe scent was im- 
pressed cn the ground, The numerous instances of sagacity exhibited 
by the dog iurnish testimony which can hardly be disputed, that he is to 

Qcerialn tXtenta leascning abimai. 

The ccg is only one smong a countless number that may be justly reck- 
Ched@, ib te Measure, reasoning animals. The e'ephant, in particular, 
£0 fre quen!!y exhibits evidence ot the combining end ccmpaning power, 
that even Pc pe, wiih all his propensity to diaw a stiong line between rea- 
fon and instinct, atsigns to the elephant the character of a half-reasoning 
auimal. The tcilowirg anecdote which I have resd, thovgh | cannot re- 
sali my suibority, seems to prove that this interesting animal is not only 
capable of 1aticeimation but also of ingenious contrivance. An eley hant, 
whose chain did not allow bim the full range of bis priscon-hovse, was 
thiown @ piece of Money, which happened io rest some distance within 
the wall ei his prison, hut beyond the reach of hischain. The sagacious 
animal, divecting his thunk to a part of the wall immediately beyond 
where the piece of money ley, blew astreng blast, which, by its recoil, 
Poured @ event of air directly over the part ef the floor where the money 
te end ibis Curient immediately dicve ihe coin wiibin the reech of bis 

ain. 

The following anecdote from ‘‘Instinct Displayed,” plainly indicates 
the exercise of the reasoning faculty by an animal not usuaily supposed 
'0 FOssess superior segacity. 

Two goats, grezing about the remparts of Plymouth citadel, get drawn 
Upon the narrow leege of the rock, and one of them advancing before the 
the ciber till it ceme to an angle was enabled to return; but on its way 
back, met its ccmpsnion, which produced a most perplexing dilemma, as 
twas impossible for them to get pasteach other. Many persons saw 
them without being able to lend any sesistance. After a considerable

If the flock is threatened with am attaek, the rams immediately form a 
line, placing themselves in front, semewbat in advance ofthe weaker 
members of the flock, and thus eonstitute a phalanx which even the larger 
animals of prey find it not an easy matter to penetrate, 

Among the wonders presented by the varied instincts of animals, it is 
particularly interesting te observe how large a share of these instincts and 
propensities may be rendered subservient to haman purposes. When the 
Almighty bestowed upon man dominion over all the inferior races of ani- 
mated nature, the means to establish this power as well as the authority 
weieconferred. These means are found in the varied powers of the rea- 
soning faculty. It is said that the bunched oxen of the Hottentots are 
taught to perform, in some measure, the duties of the shepherd’s dog: 
“they are instructed to guard the flocks; which service they perform 
with dexterity, and defend them frem the attacks of strangers and of ra- 
pacious animals.” . ; 

That most useful of domestic snimals, the horse, notwithstanding the 
almost endless variety of services which, under the direction of human 
reason, he is taught to perform, does in reality, little more than exercise 
ihe power which he instinctively possesses almost from the instant of his 
birth. The colt :equires no instruction, either from man or its parents, 
how to walk. He begins, when only @ few hours old, to use his limbs, 
rather awkwardly, indeed, but in a manner essentially the same as that 
he is to practice through life. In bis wildest and most playful gambols, 
he is only exercising and improving the powers ef locomotion which, 
without instrvetion, he received from the hand of nature. And what 
does he ever accomplish, in the varied services in which he is employed 
but exercise, the instinctive power, moulded and modified it is true, by 
human education, which be possessed fycm the day of his birth. He 
moves as be is commaneed, either swiltly or slowly, carries a burden, 
or presses against an opposing obstacle; yet he is only exercising the in- 
stinctive faculty of loecmotion. Still, a little reflection may convince us 
that if the amount of intellect possessed by the horse was much greater 
or much less iban it is, he would answer the purpose of his owner less 
perfectly than he does. j 

To bring these desultory remarks to a close it may be observed, that as 
the instincts conferred upon the various animal races are evidently de- 
signed to premote the happiness of the whole, the dominion conferred 
vpon man was certainly never des'gned to counteract this purpose, but as 
far as human influence can extend, to promote it. It is, therefore, an evi- 
dent partof the duty of man, as the delegated governor over the in- 
ferior races of animated nature, to render his government conducive to 
the great purpose of the promotion, not the destruction of — 


among the subjects of his authority. 
Friends’ Review 


THE REGATTA AT NEW BEDFORD. 
Niw Bepvord, Aug. 11, 1856. 

Dear Editor —1 had the pleasure of being in the ‘‘Cook’s Watch” on 
board the Julia on the 8th inst., when I had nothing to do but to keep 
dry and take notes. I] now beg leave to give you the result of my ob- 
servations. 

The yachts Jay with springs on their cables, head to wind, which was 
fresh at about S.S,W., in a line from Butler’s Flats to the Beacon, and 
about a mile inside of Clarke’s Point Light, the boats of the 3d class be- 
ing ahead, the 2d class next, and the Ist class last. The former started 
at the firing of a gun at 1050 A,M., and consisted of the sloops Rieh- 
mond, Esperance, and Ray. Only the two first went over the whole 
course. At 10.55 the 2d class started, consisting of the America and Sea 
Drift, schooners, and the Una, sloop; and at 11 o’cleck the Julia and 
Widgeon, sloops, and Favorita, Haze, and Twilight, schooners, started. 
As my observations apply principally to those of the lst and 2d classes, 
which kept near us, I will give you the facts as to their starting. The 
Favorita, Kingsland owner, had the leewardmost position, next the Twi- 
light, J. N. A. Griswold owner, next the Julia, Waterbury owner, next 
ibe Haze, Grinnell, and lastly, astern of all, the sloop Widgeon, Commo- 
dore Edgar, with a large reef in his mainsail, and the bonnet oif of his 
jib, in consequence of a sprung mast. The Twilight, also, with com- 
mendable prudence, bad a reei in her mainaail. Ail the other first and 
second class boats started under full sail. The second class boats got off 
well togetber, the America, of Philade!phia, owned by Capt. Loper, first 
in order—Una nex!—Sea Drift not so well—and Capt. Paimer’s schooner, 
the Juliet, did not get a good start. 

The first class got eff promptly—Julia first, Favorita second, Haze 
third, Widgeon, fourth, the Twilight, settling down to her work with the 
utmost dignity, fifth, Theexcitement and the work now began in ear- 
nest. Every man lay close and braced his nose sharpona wind. The 
real skipper, or boat-keeper, with an eye like a hawk, at the helm, simply 
asked : **Where do you want to go?” and looked ahead. 

In six minutes from the start, the Heze’s masts were in one directly in 
our wake, the Favorita and Twilight dropping to leeward, the Widgeon 
looking all the better for her ree{s, and keeping her original position very 
well. Tke splendid sloop Silvie was under way also, but retired from the 
competition in consequence of slack rigging, or of some other indisposi- 
tion to vessel or owner. 

At 11.07 or thereabouts, tacked to westward for a few minutes towards 
Clarke’s Point, and at 11.11, tacked to the eastward, Clarke’s Point N.N.W. 
By 11.23 all the ysehts were on the same tack: The Favorita bearing 
N.W. by N.3N.; Widgeon, N.W.4N.; Haze, N.N.W.; Twilight, N.W. 
—fiom one-third to balf a mile astern of us. The smaller boats to lee- 
ward, bearing from E. by N. to S.E. by E., and about one-third to half 

anileonthe beam. Some, ii not all of them, went out of their way to 
leeward of Packet Reck Buoy. But as the directions were, to leave North 
Ledge, Great Leege, and Wilkes’ Ledge to the wesward, and Packet 
Rock, Mosber’s Ledge, and Henrietta Ledge to the eastward, we paid no 
aliention to this mistake, and kept our wind, as did all of class firs) As 
we jumped cut into the Bay the wind and sea increased, giving the Julia 
just as much as was necessary for comfort, and slightly more than was 
necessary for speed. At 11.34 the little Una passea guite near ahead on 
the opposite tack, and in less than a minvte the America, not being able 
to weather us, tacked very near us uncer the lee bow. 

At 11.35, the Una tacked on cur weather quarter to the S.S.E.ward, 
and when jairly going, was not over two hundred yards from us. Here 
began ihe contest so Jar as related to the Julia, Una, and America. 

At 11.41, the Heze, Favorita, Widgeon, and Twilight, from § a mile to 
1 mile astern, the Widgeon nearest and on ourlee quarter. The America 
maintains ker bearing, but drops gradually to leeward. She appears re- 
markably stiff and comfortable. The Una holds her nose well to wind- 
ward, but drops astern slowly. 

At 11.48, she bears N.W. by N. 300 yards; the America, N.E. by N. 
2 to 4 mile. 

At 11.50, Una directly in our wake; 11.54, bears N. by E. 350-yards; 
the Favorita, N. by W. 4 W. nearly 2 miles; Haze, astern of her; Twi- 
light, uneerta'n; Widgeon, doing well. 

At 12, the Una, N.N.E., § mile off; America, N.E. 3 E., about 1 mile. 

At 12 02, the stake boat off Quick’s Hole bearing SW. by W.; 12.6, 
tacked for her; the Una and America in one alter getting round, the 
former gallanily leading ; Widgeon bearing N.E. by N. about 2 miles; 

Favorita N. by E. 4 E. about same distance; Haze, N. nearly 3 miles, 
and Twilight, N. § W. about 33 miles. 

At 12.11, Widgeon tacked for the stake boat; 12.12, Favorita tacked ; 
12.123, Haze tacked ; 12.19, Una and America in one, bearing N.E. by E. 

At 12.22, Robinson’s Hole bore S. E. by 8. 14 miles, our course S,W. 
by W.—strong bieeze and flawy; 12.25, eased the sheets a little; 12.27, 
the Twilight tacked to the S.W.—hull down ; 12.29, passed the Quick’s 
Hole stake beat within one hundred yards, guénwale to, the Julia bound- 
ing along like a race horse; 12.31, Una passed; 12.36, America passed ; 
12.38, Favorita passed ; 12.40, the Widgeon passed ; 12.44, Haze passed— 
Twilight too far off to make out her time correctly ; 12,39, Cuttihunk 
Light bore S. by W., the sea heaving in by Cuttihunk; Una and Ame- 
rica still in smooth water, gaining on us @ little—the Una about 2 mile 
astern. 

At 1.01, the Favorita nearly up with Una—split the bonnet of her jib. 

At 1.13, passed the outer siake boat, anchored about half-way between 
Sow and Pigs Light Ship and the Old Cock—ihe former bearing about 
South, and tacked ship. 

At 1.153 got fairly round to the N. W. 1.18 Una tacked, and at 1.193 
going ber course. 1.22 America at fleg boat, and at 1.20 going her course 
ajter wearing ship. 1.233 Favorita passed flag boat, and at 1.244 going 
her course anda set her flying jib. 3.25 Widgeon at flag boat wearmg 
ship, end at 1.263 poing her course still uncer reefed sails. 

At 1.263 Heze at flag boat wore ship, and at 1.28 going her course, set 
ber gaft-top sail, stey sail, and flying jib. The Haze, while running be- 
tween the two fleg boats, parted her iore sheet end lost several minutes 
thereby. 1.293 the Sea Drift, 2d class, passing fleg boat, and atl.31 go- 
ing hercourse. 1 31a large schooner, which followed the boats, the J. W. 
Reed, passed the flag boat. 

At 1.58 passed Dumpiin Light clore aboard. 2.06, passed middle Ledge 
Buoy ; 2.08, Inez Rock Buoy; 2.21, old Bartemy Buoy ; 2.20, Clarke's 
Point Light, and received the cheers of @ Multitude of speetaiors. 

2.23, passed the starting-point near the steamer Eagie’s Wing, and 
received the bearty cheers of hundreds filling ber decks; 2.29, Una pas- 
sed the goal; 2.333, America passed; 2.34, Favorita passed; 2.34.45,

past 3, according to the newspapers, we being at 
off the city. : 
It was impossible, from our position in the Julia, to keep the run cor- 
rectly of the sraail boats ; but we could not fail to notice the little Rich- 
mond, of Mystic, 27 tons, which was compelled to reef during the course. 
She parted -her jib-halyards during the ran to the outer stake-boat, and 
lost something by it. We also noticed the little sloop Esperance, belong- 
ing to Mr. Crawford Allen, of Providence, only 23 tons, going over the 
course like a seagull, without reefing. ;

, By ip Teles of the Club, schooners have an allowance when running 
g - sioops, and the prizes are awarded under certain rules, as to the 
read yards of Canvass carried, during the race. Under these rules, 
class prize fell to the Richmond, the 2d to the America (although 

the Una came in befare her), and the Ist prize to the Julia. . 

4 little sloop called the Washington started, though not in the race, 

an gallantly battled the winds and waves until she split the end of her 
bowsprit, and was nearly unmanageable in consequence cf the springing 
of her rudder-head. She is only 17 tons, and sits like a shell on the Water. 
She was built by Fish & Morton, of New York; and would have gane 
round the course but for the accident to her spars. 
The little schooner Juliet, Capt, N. B. Palmer, of Stonington, also 
started, and did well. But she early took in her foresail. Not being in 
for the race, Capt. Palmer concluded to take it easy. 
The race between the Julia and the Una actually began only when 
the latter tacked on the weather quarter of the other, at 11:35—when we 
started equally. The Julia therefore beat the Una only six minutes from 
there to the goal, a distance of twenty-seven or eight miles. The Una, 
in running free, got a good deal of waterinto her through the rudder case, 
which may have kept her back a little. Taking her size into considera- 
tion, it may be said that she beat all her competitors, though she did not, 
under the rules, win the prize. 

The Favorita appears to be a superior model, but is not sufficiently 
sparred or bailasted for an occasion like this. This cannot be said of the 
Haze; she carried a cloud of weil set canvass, and would have done bet- 
ter with a single reef fore and aft. 

The Julia earried her canvass wonderfully and needed no humoring ; 
she was well steered and well managed, excepting at the outer stake boat, 
when, im paying off after tacking, the weather jib sheet was let go by 
accident, which caused a slight delay. The boats which ‘‘wore ship” at 
this point gained perhaps a minute by this protess, which was not safe 
for the sloops to do under full sail. 

The race was most exciting throughout, and was gallantly contested, 
particularly by the America and Una, Having always been greatly op- 
posed to centre-board vessels for rough water, I must now confess that 
they are the true thing, rough or smooth, for superior sailing. 
The Haze, belonging to Mr. Grinnell, was in splendid order, clean as a 
lady’s boudoir, and her crew in uniform. 
It was matter of much regret that the splendid sloop ‘Sylvie did aot 
join in the sport—slack rigging at such a crisis was unfortunate. Itis 
to be hoped that she will make a match with the Widgeon and Julia. 
The Club were much delighted with the handsome manner in which 
the people of New Bedford turned out en masse to entertain them; many 
of the shops were closed, and thousands of the inhabitants lined the new 
road. Every inhabitant of Pune Island, consisting of three males and 
one female, turned out also to see the yachts pass. No serious accident 
happened to mar the beauty of the occasion.

How to Preserve Dead Game.—Several inquiries having been lately made 


@8 to the best mode of preserving dead game, we give the following from 
the London “Field” :— 


It is important to observe that the condition of game in warm weather 
will depend much on the care which is taken of it when killed. Birds 
put into a beg or basket one upon another in warm weather, immediately 
after they are killed, would not keep twenty-four hours; in fact, the only 
suitable means of conveyance are sticks made expressly, or open airy bas- 
kets, on and in which birds can be suspended separately either by the 
heads or legs ; by the latter we think preferable, as the weight of either 
grouse or black game is frequently found to be too great for the strength 
ef the neck to bear, especially when carried for any length of time—the 
consequence of which is, that with a careless game-carrier you may occa- 
sionally find a few heads on your stick when you reach bome without bo- 
dies; and even in baskets grouse are brought home in better condition if 
suspended by the legs instead of by the heads, a smal! quantity of twine 
being taken expressly for the purpose of fastening the legs. With the 
ordinary stick birds can be carried in this manner; but if a strong wire, 
something lees than the size of the little finger, be introduced exactly in 
the centre of the stick from one end to the other, birds can be more easily 
and better carried, the opening being sufficiently large to admitof a bird’s 
leg on each side of the wire, the whole to be supported by a broad leather 
strap, firmly attached at each end of the stick. When birds are perfectly 
sold they ean be taken off the sticks, and packed in baskets with heather 
and sent home. , 


The writer recommends small boxes made of dry boards, as light as is 
Consistent with safe trausmission to save freight, and two directions to be 
nailed on each box, one on the top, the other on the side, as the top one is 
liable to be knocked off by throwing heavy boxes or other “baggage” upon 
it. “In packing,” proceeds the writer, “Many persoas use hops, which 
are excellent as a preservative ; but they are sometimes too expensive, and 
unnecessary, as charcoal and a little pepper will answer the purpose 


equally weil, Charcoal can be obtained anywhere at a 


trifling cost, and 
® sackfall will suffice for a season. 


The wood used is generally oak, from 
which Vinegar, naphtha, tar, and other qualities are extracted through the 
medium of retorts. The charcoal may be reduced to powder, and peppe, 
mixed with it; and this mixture, introduced into the mouths and under 
-~ wings of birds, will keep them perfectly fresh and good for many days, 
they are properly packed and quite cold at the time of packing. O: 
tenn stale birds must not be sent away, except during the cold months 
Winter. Birds must on no account be packed in the slightest degree 
warm, as is sometimes most unadvisedly done immediately aiter retarning 
shooting, as they would be spoilt within twenty-four hours.”

His usual time, from Oregon to Rock- 
ford, 25 miles, was two hours, The doctor who owned him, and who 
alone could ride him, bas been heard to say, that during six years past he 
has ridden him upwards of twenty thousand miles, and that during all 
this time he was never known to trip or stumble, so as to arrest the rider’s 


attention. He was savage, because he was formerly a wild horse on the 
plains of Arkansas. { 





PEDESTRIANISM AT LOWELL, MASS, 
A correspondent sends us the following account of some foot racing 
which came off on the 12th inst, :— 


The announcement of a 25 mile foot race, to come off at the Lowell Trot- 
ting Park, on the afternoon of yesterday, attracted quite a large concourse 
of people to that Jocality. The ground about the track was crowded 
with carriages, in many of which ladies were seated, and all were anx- 
iously waiting for the sport to commence. At 34 o’clock, the contestants 
for the one mile race, viz., the Cambridge Deer and Albany Boy, made 
their appearance at the judge’s stand, and at the word “go,” both shot 
off like an arrow, the Deer taking the lead, which he kept, and won the 
race in 5.26. The stakes were $50 a side. 

The next was a five mile race between Thos. Woods and Butcher Boy 
for a purse of $300. Woods took and kept the lead through the whole 
race, winning in 32 min. 18 sec. 


The following is the time made by Woods : 1st 7.32, 2nd 6.25, 3rd 5.53, 
4th 6.46, Sth 5.42. Totai 32.18. 

Butcher Boy came in behind 2 25, making the five miles in 34.43. 

We were given to understand that this race would not have taken place 
if Woods was not allowed to state the distaace to be run. When the 
Butcher came to the judge’s stand, he felt anxious to run five miles more 
with Woods, and would bet $25 he would win, but there were no takers. 

The ail important race of the day was now started, the entries being 
Lewis C. J. Coleman and Samuei King, the distance 25 miles. Purse 
$600. The runners started off beautifully, and kept together until they 
came to the half mile stake on the ninth mile, at which time King struck 
away from his competitor, leaving quite a large gap, but upon his arrival 
at the stand he said he would run no more. Coleman still kept on until 
the ead of the 15th mile, and all persons being satisfied as to his ability 
to run the 25 miles, he withdrew. 

The following is the time made—Ist mile 7.20, 2nd 8.50, 3rd 8.15, 4th 
8.15, Sch 8.26, 6th 8 49, 7th 8 20, Sth 9.35, 9th 6 39, 10ch 8 43, 11th 8 19, 
12cm 8.46, 13:n 914, 14th 944, 15tn 9.56. Total, 2 hours 9 min. 10 sec. 

While Coleman and King were running, a private match was got up 
between two of the Lowell boys, to run across the Park, a distance of 


some 200 yards. Stakes $5 aside. The time made on this short race 
was 25 seconds.

Since his sickness, two days before that race, he 
has been upon the verge of death, almost up to the present time, with an 
attack of the most suspicious character, which was pronounced by an 
eninent English veterinary surgeon to have been produced by “dragging.” 
If this be true or not true, be has had such an attack that no horse could 
run, laboring under its effects as he was at the time of his race in Balti- 
more. Heis now improving, however, with slight walking exercise, 
though apparently feeble and poor. Mr. Talley hopes, however, to get 
him “himee|f again” for the races South, and if his sickness has not per- 
manentiy deranged his digestive organs, wo be to the horse, mare, or 
gelding that starts with him with an expectation of winning. Mr. Geo. 
Walden, who has moved to your State with the hope of getting a stable to 
train, and who is as capable as anybody for the purpose, trained both Se- 
bastopol and Pryor—indeed, has trained a great many gooi ones in his 
day—says that, among them all, Sebastopol is the very best. We shall, 
however, see this fall, as Mr. Talley intends to go where the best horses 
are to be met. 

Mr. McDaniel has in training his fast Carolina, a Senator colt, a pretty 
filly by Whale, and a Gleacoe colt out of Darkness, and a beantiful and 
promising colt he is. 

Sam, who used to train, some years ago, such horses as Tally-ho and 
Inspector, is on the Turf again with a fine three-year-old by Billy Towns, 
out of Red Eye’s dam; Terrifier, anda Tally-ho four-year-old out of 
a Priam mare. 


Capt. Belcher has some two or three horses, but what they are I have 
not learned. 

Major Doswell, whose stable is at his residence and track in Hanover 
County, bas his fine filly Sae Washington, Frankfort, and two or three 
colts. 

We expect fine sport this fall, and some of the stables enumerated will 
be in New York. G.

Dear “Spirit” —Again I write you from one of the most deligatful |i 
tle sheets of water, among the many that dot this immensity of wilder.

We have at “Bartleit’s” an immense crowd of strangers, and they seem 
to be on the increase; every canoe comes to us laden with pleasum 
seekers, from the sedate old millionaire to the gay Lothario of twenty 
From the loquacious Madam of sixty to the fascinating Sy!ph of sixteca 
In truth, “*Bartlett’s” has become one of the ‘fixed institutions” of our 
country, and ere long we shall have to chronicle the fashionable ‘Hop’ 
of the season, or the more chivalric tournament of the South coming of 
in the ‘back woods.”

Sir Charles and Wagner. 


, alate article, reviving “the question raised as to the purity of the 

ees of Red Eye and Lexington,” charging that “the former is noto- 

ctive as running back to Potomac,” a reflection is cast upon 

that “his attempt to prop up the Po‘omac strain” (perhaps 
stain Wes the intended word) “*through Charmer, ts not characteristic of 
pis generally independent course in these matters. The gist of the of- 
fence is, that “Observer,” in bis remarks on “the pedigree of Red Eye," 
gs published, referred to “the not very near stain fyons Potomac ;”—not 
yo near as that of Charmer, a distinguished ‘‘crack’ at New Orleans. 
The pedigree presents no “‘very near stain from Potomac,” sire to thedam 
of Red Eye’s great-great-grandam 3; the pedigree is not before us—writ- 
ipg from recollection. Possibly the pedigree of Red Eye would show 
bat the “stain from Petomac” is even more remote. But it cannot be 
denied that Potomac for several years was a first-rate race-horse, that 
buried defiance at every contemporary, retiring fromthe Turf unvan- 
gisbed ; and there were giants in those days—the days of the Diomeds, 
from 1806 to 1810. 

Inclising to the opinion that there were rare exceptions tothe rule that 
“pone but @ thuroughbred could do it guite well,” “‘Observer had many 
years ag0 defended Sir Charles and Wagner trom the imputations put 
npon their blood; as he has attempted to defend Red Eye and Lexing- 
ion. The latter needs no farther defence, if Red Eye does. The owner 
of Red Eye may be able to defend his reputation, as that of Lexington 
has been defended. With these pedigrees ‘‘Observer” has nothing more 
todo. We have been told that ‘‘it is theory, confirmed by experience, 
that mares of deficient pedigrees sometimes breed successfully, but that 
horses never do.” This remark had been applied to Wagner, by “A.,” in 
the 13th volume of the “American Turf Register,” 1842-3, then ‘‘edited 
by Wm. T. Porter ;” see pages 286, 356, 477. ‘‘A.” has stated, ‘*Wag- 
per was got by Sir Charles, out of Maria West by Marion, grandam Ailsy 
Crump, by Citizen, g. g. dam by Huntsman—Janus, etc.” ‘Sir Charles 
was got by Sir Areby, his dam by Citizen, grandam blood unknown.” 
“Marion was got by Sir Archy, dam by Cit zen, grandam by Alderman, 
g. g- dam by Roebuck, g. g. g. by Herod—Janus—frem a pacing mare,” 
ac. “Huntsman’s dam’s blood unknown.” But ‘**Maria West, an infe- 
rior performer on the turi”—[the writer saw her distanced, by Bayard and 
Andrew ; and on asking the cause of W. R. Johnson, who started her, 
he answered, “because she is too slow” ]—‘*has been surely one of the 
most successful brood mares of the country.” ‘*The balance [>f her ma- 
ternal relations, not a few,] except one ‘fair performer,’ another ‘just to- 
lerable,’ were all slow—perhaps Maria West was the best among them.” 
She produced, by Sir Charles, ‘*Wagner, a most superior race-horse,” 
and, by Eclipse, Fanny, searce, if at ail, inferior to him, to say nothing 
of her other descendants. 

It wiil be observed that no less than three crosses from Citizen are united 
in Wagner; and that Sir Archy has been a good cross upon Citizen ; 
but three Aaws are charged by “A.” against Wagner's pedigree: Ist in 
Sir Chailes ; 24, in Mazion, for tracing to ‘ta New Jersey pacing mare, 
brought to North Carolina before the Revolution ;” 3d, that “of Hunts- 
man” [sire to the great grandam of Maria West]. “‘Little is known of his 
blood” —**no one can trace the blood of hisdam.” But Wagner has two 
smear crosses of Sir Archy, from his sons, Sir Charles and Marion. 

“A.” denies that any one could furnish an authentic pedigree “of Sir 
Charles; the number and variety of the pedigrees given of him is con- 
clusive on this subject.” He adds: ‘*‘Three pedigrees are given to Sir 
Charles; let me add a fourth, Mr. Wm. M. West, before Sir Charles 
left the Turf, asserted that his grandam was an Opelousas mare.” He 
contends that no one has traced Sir Charles’ pedigree beyond ‘*four gene- 
rations,” and asks if any one ‘‘would call this thoroughbred?’ ‘Sir 
Charles may have had a@ pure pedigree, although it is impossible for any one 
to show it.” Thesame remark has been made in respect to some of the 
best horses of our country, besides Potomac, Sir Charles, and Wagner, 
namely: Fiorizel, Maid of the Oaks, Post Boy, Duroc, Am. Eclipse, Me- 
doc, Boston, Fashion (in two crosses, and near ones, too,) Taily-ho, Lex- 
ington, and Lecomte. The last five have run the best races of four mile 
heats on record. But who doubts Boston’s pedigree ? 

Tre doubts cast upon the blood of our best race-horses show the ne- 
seesity, in regard to the future, of a well authenticated American Stud 
Book.

PREMIUM RIFLE TARGET SHOOTING. 

There was quite ® large collection of *sharp-shooters” from New York, 
Boston, Lebanon, New Hampshire, and elsewhere, at Bellows F.lis, on 
the 23d of last month, anticipating to shoot for a silver tea-se', valued at 
$250. H. W. Smith, of Boston, was chosen chairman. There was not 
enough, each man taking one string only, to pu:chase the tea-set, and 
some would not agree to have any one man sboot more strings than an- 
other, desiring that there should be an equality in shooting. The shoot 
for the tea-set was then postpored till Oc ober. A puree of $39 was 
raised by 13 persons, to be divided into three prizes; each person to shoot 
One string of 10 successive shots of 40 yards, to be measured from centre 
of ball to centre of target. R. Parks, of Boston, won the first prize of 
$17, making a string of 18% inches; G. O Leonard, of Saxton’s River, 
the second prize of $13, the string being 18§ inches; John Williamson, 
of New York, the third prize of $9. string 22} inches. The next purse 
was $27, and nine strings. R. Parks, first prize again of $11, string 145 
inches; John Williamson, second prize, $9, string 18§ inches; G. O. 
Leonard, the third of $7, string being 21} inches. ‘The rest of the shoot- 
‘ng was respectable, but evidently mownere compared with the above. 
hen we compare this shooting to what was the best that could be done 
twenty or twenty: five years ago, it seems slmostincredible, To think of 
tending a small piece of lead 40 rods, or 220 yards, or 660 feet, sixty suc- 
cessive shots, by three different men, and with three diflerent rifles, aver- 
eging less than two inches from centre of bali to centre of target, shows

From all this it will be per- 
ceived, that our friend Job was what is valgarly known as a pig-headed 
man; nay, he was not only pig-headed, but exceedingly Passionate.

As he had 
many commissions to perform in the city, and al-o sold there for account 
of whom it might concern, vast quantities of poultry aud country meats, 
mountains of oysters and clams, and great loads of hay and grain, it be- 
came necessary for him to keep some account of bis various transactions ;

In person, Captain Job was a short, stubby, thick-set little fellow, with 
& dried-apple face, tanned and stained by the combined effects of sun, 
wind, and the manure atmosphere in which a great part of his life had 
been spent, until he looked something like an ex sarcophagus’d mummy 
His color was a mixture of brown and yellow—orange tawny perhaps— 
with a slight tinge of brick-red upon the extreme verge and outskirts of 
his face, which roseate hue increased in radiaace as it approached the 
centre—his nose—and upen the point of this Ultima Thule of the facial 
globe, it biazed out with intense ferocity. 

Some attributed this to the effects of a too generou liquid diet, others 
to the great proximity which this organ usually enjoyed toa very short 
and uncommonly busy pipe, while the Captain himself gave the exposures 
incident to his profession the whole credit of it.

CHAPTER ON SHUOEING HORSES. 


We make a final extract from the Essay of M. A. Cummine, V.S., on 
the subject of Shoeing Horses, and hope our friends wili continue to in- 
vestigate until a reform is brought about in this matter, so essential to the 
right locomotion of horses, especially upon the road: 


In the preparing of the foot for the shoe, there is, also, as I have al- 
ready noticed, room for much amendment in the way it is practised here. 
The back parts of the hoof having less growth and more wear on them 
than the fore, seldom require anything removed except it be a littie from 
the outside beel. The frog should only be touched to remove any cut or

ragged portions. The bars—those angular ridges that lie between the 
frog and heels—should be left at their full length, and the sole between 
them and the wallof the heel thinned down so far at least as to prevent 
the possibility of its descending on the shoe. The sole at the toe, where 
itvhas the protection of the shoe, should be thinned out till it can be 
made to yield to the pressure of the thumb. The crust should be short- 
ened back in front, a notch taken out for the reception of the upturned 
tip, and its whole lower surface where it rests upon the shoe made plain 
and level. This isa mostimportant point. The weight of the horse is 
supported by the attachment of the coffin bone to the inside wall of the 
hoof, the lamina by which the connection is formed, permitting of a very 
perceptible amount of motion of the parts. It is consistent with this 
that the restof the hoof upon the shoe should be greatest at the inner 
edge of the crust rather than the outside, so as to give the weight the 
most direct support. In the scooped out form of shoe and foot, where 
the bearing of the one upon the other is by the extreme outer edges, 
this is widely departed from, and the effects are seen in the broken, 
twisted, and contracted edges and heels produced. When the fore shoes 
are made withouta seat, as in the case of having the side next the 
ground concaved, the same kolds good with respect to the flattening and 
levelling of the erust, but the sole requires to be more cleaned out so as 
to prevent its descent upon the shoe. For doing this, as well as shorten- 
ing back and forming the toe, the drawiag-knile will be found a far 
fitter tool than the buttris. In applying the latter to the foot, the heels, 
frogs, aud bars, are wat first present themselves, and stand most in the 
way of its cutting edge; with the knife,the toe and shoe are the parts 
easiest to cut, the back of the foot being outof the way rather; and it is 
owing to this, perhaps, more than anything else, than in the hands of 
those who shoe by rote only, without rule or reason for what they do, the 
one tool may be taken as the emblem of a good plan of shoeing, and the 
other the reverse. It is quite possible to make a bad-shaped foot witha 
drawing-knife, ora good-shaped one with a buttris, bat itis more con- 
venient with each tool to do the reverse. 

Few general directions can be given about the driving of the nails, 
different kinds of feet requiring different depths of hold. None of the 
nails should be so far to the inside of the wallas to press on the sensi- 
tive parts, nor so near the outer edge as to split or break the hoof; and as 
a mark of fair aud uniform driving, the nail points should come out aii 
about one height. The rasp shouid be used to finish off with, but stiould 
be applied but sparingly to the upper part of the hoof; and wherever it 
has gone, the surface should be coated over with a composition of greasy 
and resinous matter, to stop its pores, and prevent its drying and crack- 
ing on the surface; this should be done occasionally to the feet of ali 
horses going much ia snow and wet.

He wasa member of the celebrated Loug Parliament 
of Coarles I. He sung the Panegyric of Oliver Cromwell, and celebrated 
the restoration of Charles II. He was alive at the coronation of King 
James II. ; and, if his lifehad been spared barely beyond ano'her year, 
would have witnessed the abdication of James, aud tae accession of Wil- 
liam and Mary. He was like Mr. Rogers in other respects than bis poetry. 
He was a mau of wealth, and he wasa wit. Waller, at eighty, was still 
the delight of the house of Commons, Rogers, at eighty-eign', was still 
the delight of the most fashiouable dinner-tabies in Tyburnia and Belgra- 
via. The sayings of Waller have deservedly found a place in some of the 
best volumes of our Ana; and the repartees of Rogers are likely to finda 
celebrity that is equally enduring. They were both five feet four inches 
in heigat. 


Live Stock.—At Wimpson, in Hants, there is a farm which is chiefly 
devoted to the breeding and rearing of swine and poultry for the South- 
ampton steampackets.

of the angry courtiers. Another famous beard was thatof a Bavarian 
merchant, who kept it enclosed ina velvet bag to prevent it from dragging 
on the ground.

Manager Barton and the Ravels are hard at it at Niblo’s, filling the 
houses in a way that must be seen to be believed. We are inclined to 
think, from the appe@rance of the “Governor's” nights, that the small 
pile of four hundred thousand dollars for the Chambers-street property 
will soon be, like Mr. Toots’ misfortunes, ‘‘of no consequence at all, 
thankee.” 

The Benefits for the Dramatic Fand at the Academy of Music, Wal- 
lack’s, and Broughem’s, were sustained and merited. That at the up 
town theatre exceeded all expectation ; the house was literally jammed to 
its fullest extent—a very flattering result of the services of those who did 
appear, in the ab-ence of artists of greater pretensions—who did not. 
The company, among whom Mr. Chanfrau, Miss Albertiae, Mrs. Abbott, 
and Miss A. Ince, sustained the most prominent parts, acquitted themselves 
to the entire satisfaction of the delighted audience; and the Stewards, 
among the most active of whom were George Jordan and N. B. Clarke, did 
all in their power to seat the overwhelming aumbers who supported the 
performances. At Brougham’s there was also a complete jam, many of 
whom were doubiless attracted by John Brougham’s new piece of “Tom 
and Jerry in New York.” Not possessing the ubiquitous power of being 
in two places at once, although we are somewhat “‘of a bird” in our 
way, we levy on our esteemed friend of the “Herald” for a description, 
criticism, and synopsis, of the novelty. And thus writeth he :— 


The Bowery was filled to overflowing last night, the occasion heing the 
benefit of the Dramatic Fund Association, and the receipts were over $600 
—a very handsome contribution to that deserving charity. 

A piece entitled “Life in New York” was performed, as the bills say, 
‘*for the first time,” though our memory is very much ia fault if it is not 
the very same we saw performed at Burton’s theatre some four years ago. 
Even the same names are retained, although the scenes and incideats are 
recast and much improved by the capital local hits that have been inter- 
polated by the author, Manager Brougham. 

But old or new, this localism, as we must term it (for it is outside the 
pale of ail known genera or species of dramatic composition) was a 
great success, and was much relished by the audience. Without hav- 
ing any plot worth mentioning, it is crowded with incidents, and run- 
ning over with the most uproarious fun. Although not as good as Poca- 
hontas as a literary effort, it is, if anything, more amusiaog and exciting. 

Mr. Brougham has struck a vein lately, which, if properly worked, 
will yield a rich return. Toat is, in the production of pieces intensely lo- 
cal in their character. They have always b en successful in this city, if 
well done; bat it must be confessed that the maj rity of those heretofore 
produced have been sorry tresh, and merited the fate they soon met. 
Their authors seemed to have labored under the impression that literary 
excellence was not necessary for a merely local drama; but the fact is, 
the most uninformed audiences have the critical faculty developed ina 
much higher degree than is generally supposed. An audience of me- 
chanics ean appreciate a fine dramatic production quite as well as a col- 
lege of savans, the only difference being that the latter can tell why they 
are pleased with it, and the former canuot. 

Tne scenery of **Life in New York” is very good and spirited of ite 
kind—the local scenes, particularly. We must protest, however, against 
the picture Mr. Brougham gives of fashionable society in New York, 
There is no doubt much affectation and pretension ia our so-called higher 
Circles, but then the people who compose them are not idiots, nor do they 
speak in the absard drawi used by stage dandies, aad beard in no other 
place than the theatre. Mr. Broughaa: was called ovt at the close, 
thanked the audience on behalf of tne Dramatic Fund Association, and 
announced ‘Life in New York” for repetition. 

Aa iuteriude followed, in which those pleasing danseuses, the M'lles. 
Ernestine and Annie Heararde, particularly distinguisbed themselves. 
They bave become quite an institution at this house, and are growing in 
favorconstanily. They were loudly applauded and boquetted at the close. 
**Po-ca-hon- tas” finished the eveuing’s entertainment. 


Aad the same ‘‘Pocabontas” seems, from its ever increasing popularity, 
likely to furnish many more evenings’ entertainment before it closes its 
attractive career. 

Wallack’s bas continued to receive its fall share of patronage, and goes 
on swimmingly with old friends and prices. The public are really in- 
debted to manager Stuart for the many pleasant eveaings the exertions 
of the capital co@fpany he has selected has atfurded them. 

Keller's Hall.—Mr. Lionel Goldsmid has repeated his excelleat enter- 
tainment of at ‘“‘Home and Abroad.” The press of New York have, 
without exception, spoken in the highest terms of this geutleman’s powers 
as a lecturer, a la Mathews, next to whom he is by far the best comic 
singer we have ever heard; his powers of imitation and ventriloquism 
are truly wonderful ; altogether he gives a most recherche evening’s amuse- 
ment, and deserves the public support. Miss Fanny Deane (we beg the 
lady’s pardon for putting her last) is also increasing in general estimation, 
and has established herself a high reputation with the leading critics as 
an actresa or lecturer, or both, of considerable merit. 

Purdy’s National, \ike Niblo’s, relies upon the old favorites, whethe, 
actors or dramas, and flourishes finely as the Captain could wish.
